TUe Fugitive Ex«ltcmeut iii Boston. 


Boston, Feb. 21. 


It is a well ascertained feet that more war- 


rants have been issued for the arrest of fbgi- 
ive slaves. The colored citizens are aware 
of the state of things. It is believed that a 
thoroughly organized and armed military as- 
iociation is to be formed here, to be called the 
' Liberty League." 


More than 100 of the most influential and 


able bodied young men in this city, have 
hedged themselves to join it. 


The association is opposed to the fugitive 


slave law and the aggression of the slave hun- 
ter. 


Shadrach, the fugitive, is by this time safe 


in Canada. He left this place by private con- 
veyance, and reached the house of an aboli- 
iionist in a certain town in the western part of 
Massachusetts on Sunday morning. There 
lie was relieved. 


The family were at breakfast, and invited 


bim to partnke ; but ho declined, saying his 
first duty was to retnrn thanks to God for 
bis deliverance from slavery. Ha knelt down 
and prnyed most earnestly for a continuance 
of God's mercies. Shadrach is a member of 
the Methodist church. On Saturday, he at- 
tended an anti-shivery meeting disguised in 
female nttire. 
He remained unsuspected by 


the audience. 


His arrest nnd rescue was the subject of 


discussion by the speakers. Among the spec- 
tators were members of the Suffolk bar. 
He 


was very calm, and said that he had deter- 
mined to sacrifice his life rather than be taken 
back to slavery. His name is Sherwood. 


Washington, February 13.--Gen. Houston'; 


views on the state of the nation h.ive appear- 
ed, in reply to the Hon. Mr. Letchcr, of Vir- 
ginia. Mr. Houston thinks that the anti-sla- 
very agitation in the free States is in a great 
measure subsiding.
